WHAT'S COOKING in Washington with regards to 


peace and war? . 
‘The country had better see to it that we don't come 


out of the Churchill-Eden visit to Dulles with some kind 


of new Korea, with American boys dying 8,000 miles from 
home in Asian villages to “protect our freedom.” 

‘The Dulles-Eisenhower plan -has been no secret. 
Dulles couldn’t grab all of Korea as planned. He couldn't 
stall off a Korean truce, though he tried his darndest for 
two years. And finally, Dulles was unable to prevent the 
April 26 Geneva conference which was decided on at Berlin 


on the insistence of the Soviet Union. 


But Dulles, as he insolently admits, never “expected 


ariything”’ from Geneva. He means he would make sure 
that no Korean or Indochina peace came out of it so he 


could “convince”“West Europe -to back his scheme for in-
